During the week ended July 18, 1 death from plague was reported 
in the Kulangsu International Settlement, and during the week ended 
July 24, 1 death from plague. Cholera in a mild form is present at 
Amoy city. 

Hongkong— Cholera ana Plague -Plague Rats. 

Surgeon Brown reports July 18: 

During the week ended July 15, 2 cases of cholera with 1 death, 
and 19 cases of plague with 16 deaths, were reported. 

The total number of rats taken during the week was 1,971. The 
number of rats found plague infected was 18.
